London, September 16.—A re- 
cent announcement of- civil list 
pensions included among others a 
grant of a year to- Lady 
living, widow of Sir Heary Irving, 

“in recognition of the services 
rendered by her late husband to 
dramatic art." 

So fifteén years after Arving’s 
death, with a touch of undreamed 
irony, the, British government 
shows its generosity to Lady 
Irving becsuse of her husband, 
from whoo she Jived apart from 
the time of their second. child’s 
birsh, in 1871, though when Sir 
Henry ‘died his widow attended 
the funeral services at West- 
minster Abbey. 

Lady Irving has jast entered 
hereightieth year. She still shows 
traces of the beauty that was hers 
when she was Florence O'Callag- 
han, the blae-gray-eyed daughter 
of an army surgeon who was 
serving in India when bis daugh- 
ter was barn a beauty which has

davghter ‘ Elizabeth, the only 
representative ofthe Irving family 
now on the stage.

Irving carried out tho provisions 
of-bis father's will and made his 
mother au allowance.. Although 
he left no instructions ia his will 
Mrs. H. B. Irviog bas uct been 
uomindfal of the wants of Lady 
Irving so that the pension just’ 
awarded mast be-regarded more 
as a compliment than a necessity. 

The separation from his sons 
was & great grief to Sir Henry, 
and though in their childhood 
they saw littla of him both boys 
in Enter life developed the strong- 

est eort of affection for their 
fat her.

curiously enough. just twenty- 
five years previousis almost to 
thedsy. When Hongkong went 
im to bat for the last time, they 
wanted 202 runs to win, and 
when the fast man faced the 
bowlere there were sti., 28 need: 
ed to secure victory. The only 
member of the Hongkong team 
who ia :till in Hongkong was 
Mr. P. A. Cox, of the Canadian 
Pacific Steamships, Ltd., and to 
him fell the distinction of winning 
the match for this Colony. He 
scored’ the wioning stroke and 
retired unbeaten with a score of 
38 to his credit. What followed 
is best described inthe Telegraph 
account of the closing scenes :— 
“Theo rose such @ roar as has 
not been heard on the cricket 
ground for many years. Sobar,

The Use of Mosquito-Nets. 


A locat medical official about & 
week ago, in commenting on the 
fairly high level at which the local 
death rate from malaria hes re- 
mained, recommended the con- 
stant use of mosquito nets as 8 
protection against infectjon. 
While every mosquito is not 
necessarily a malaria-carrie’, aod 
even if-of the right species is not 
necessarily infected, yet there is 
the constant risk that one might 
some Gay or other be bitten by "a 
mosquito carrying the germs of 
what might prove a fatal illoess 
Besides malaria, whict is carried 
from one person to another by 
mosquitoes of the genus lnophetes, 
there are several other fevers that 
can be transmitted in this way. 
The genus of mosquitoes known 
ag Stejenyia is & carrier of the 
still more dreaded yellow 
fever, and the geous Culea 
conveys the lesser fevers. sach 
as dengue. Fortunately for us in 
the Fat East, yellow feverhas 
not made its sppeatence bere.yet. 
But campetent judges assert that 
itis only a matterof a few years 
before this disease will have made 
a gradual progression frow 
Central - America across the 
Pacific to the Asiatic seaboard. 
The cuttiogofthe Panama Canal, 
which has resulted in shortening 
the voyaga from that zone to the 
Oriental mainland and inter- 
mediate islands, and the develop- 
ment of greater speed to travel, 
will, it is predicted, aventually 
result in & recently-infected case 
of yellow fever reaching Asia 
before death orcamplete recovery.

We. are sur- 
prised to learn, therefore, that 
there ate many homes in this 
Colony where no mosquito nets 
are used. - Such:s state of affairs 
suggests x remarkable failare to 
grasp the first essentials of dom- 
estic sanitation,. or i:else 2 
peculiar form of apathy whiob one 
can only put down to the sub- 
tropical climatic conditions. We 
trust thet this note will have the 
effect of at least stiraulating in- 
terest in.a very important matter, 
affecting as it does the public 
bealth of the Colony...
